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SUGAR RATION ASSURED 


The sugar ration will not be 
reduced below half a pound per 
person per week during the next 
twelve months. This is the result of 
a good yield from the current beet 
crop, about one-third of which 
already has. been brought to the 
factories. With seven and a half 
to eight tons to the acre, the yield 
is better than was expected, and the 
average sugar content is working out 
at 17 per cent. Before the war 
yield and content were 10 tons and 
17; per cent. respectively. 

There will be sufficient beer to 
meet the country’s needs during the 
nex’ twelve months, and, in addition, 
distillers whose operations last year 
were completely suspended, will be 
able to resume work. This satis- 
factory position is due to an increase 
of about fifteen per cent. in the 
barley crop. Brewers will receive a 
slightly increased quota, and dis- 
tillers will receive a share that will 
enable the industry to keep moving 
for a reasonable period. 

With more than 220,000 tons of 
wheat already delivered to mill and 
store by Irish farmers, the total of 
home-grown wheat this year is 
likely to be about 260,000 tons. 
The entire crop last vear was less 
than the amount now delivered, and 
the bread outlook for at least 
twelve months is  satisfactory—at 
100 per cent. extraction. The total 
requirements of the country are 
approximately 370,000 tons per 
annum, and the margin of about 
110,000 tons is imported. The 
wheat vield this year has been 
better than that of last year. 


POTATOES 

Although the same acreage as 
that of last year was sown, the 
yield of potatoes this year is esti- 
mated to be reduced by nearly 
twenty-five per cent. owing to 
blight. With production coming to 
about three million tons, however, 
it is expected that there will be an 
ample supply of potatoes for humen 
use. In normal years the quantity 
consumed as food is about «ne 
millron tons, the remainder being 
used in feeding. Prices, which 
have been abnormally high in the 
provincial areas, now are showing a 
downward tendency, but rates of 
between £7 and £8 per ton in the 
Dublin market are not bringing 
increased income to the producers, 
having regard to the increased cost 
of transport. 
The form of blight which affected 
the crop this season was difticult to 
detect, and losses have heen exten- 
sive. The advent of maize and an 
easier flow of flake meals in the new 
vear are Itkely to assure a sufficiency 
of potatoes for all purposes. 


LIQUOR BILL HOURS 
ASSISTANTS DISSATISFIED 


The grocers’ assistants are deter- 
mined not to work hefore 2 p.m. 
nor after 6 p.m. on Sundays, ror 
after 10 p.m. on week-days, so. that 
if the Intoxicating Liquor Bill, which 
seeks to make 2-3 and 4-7 the Sunday 
hours, and 10.30 p.m. the week-day 
closing hour, goes through, there will 
probably be a deadlock between 
grocers and their assistants who are 
members of the National Union of 
Vintners, Grocers’ and Allied Assist- 
ants.

INFANTILE PARALYSIS 
MARKED DIMINUTION 


The Department of Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health announces 
that there were only five cases of 
infantile paralysis during the past 
week—a considerable reduction as 
compared with previous weeks No 
deaths were. reported. 


No further weekly notifications 
will be issued. 
“The Journal of the Medical 


Association of Éire,” in its latest 
issue states: ‘‘It has to be admitted 
that, despite the research which has 
been busy for years on the aetiology 
of the disease, we are still in the 
dark as to its epidemiology.” It 
quotes the Medical Officer, say- 
ing: ‘Our knowledge of what is 
certainly true of its epidemiology is 
nearly nothing,” and that “it has 


never been shown and seldom 
claimed that any public health 
measure adopted has had the 


slightest influence on the spread of 
the disease.” Dr. Musgrave, Medical 
Officer of Health for County Louth, 
puts forward many points which 
support the rat and flea hypothesis, 
which he regards as more tenable 
than that of air infection or that of 
direct contact. )

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DARLAN’S POSITION 
BRITISH SECRET SESSION 


A statement on military and 
political developments in North 
Africa, including the position - of 
Admiral Darlan,. shortly will be 
made to a secret session of the 
House of Comomns. i 

Mr. Anthony Eden, Foreign Secre- 
tary, yesterday told the Commons: 
“Che Government expect to be in 
a position to make the statement in 
the near future. It will, however, 
be necessary for it to be made in 
secret session. Opportunity will be 
provided for a debate.” 

Mr. Aneurin Bevan (Labour) asked 
for reconsideration of the decision 
to make the statement about 
Admiral Darlan in secret session. 
‘It will cause great disquiet,’’ he 
said, “if the position is explained 
in secret, as many people will think 
the Government is -, 4 to some 
trickery.’ (Cries of ‘* No.’’) 

Mr. Eden replied that he thought 
the country understood very well 
at the present moment. The Govern- 
ment’s chief concern was to save 
time and to save life. He could 
not commit himself to a public 
statement which might have reaction 
on those events. He promised to 
consider a suggestion by Earl 
Winterton (Conservative) that the 
secret debate would be an appro- 
priate occason for explaining the 
delay in making a statement on the 
chaining of prisoners. 

Asked about a Press report that 
General de Gaulle intended to visit 
President Roosevelt in the near 
future, Mr. Eden replied: “If an 
announcement was to be made it 
would be for the United States 
Government to make it.” 

President Roosevelt said vyester- 
day that he would be glad to see 
General de Gaulle, but had not 
invited him to the United States. 


946 WERE KILLED IN 
BELFAST RAIDS 
EIRE HELP ACKNOWLEDGED 


The “ good neighbourly help ”’ 
from Eire, which sent volunteer fire- 
men '' racing through the night with 


across the border to fires on a scale 
that none of them could previously 


have imagined,” is warmly praised 
in a publication by the British 
Ministry of Information, - which 


reveals that nine hundred and forty- 
six people were killed in the two 
air raids on Belfast last year, in 
which 210 ‘planes took part, laying 
whole sections of the city in ruins, 

After the raids, when 70,000 had 
been catered for at the feeding 
centres, and with the official rest 
centres overflowing, many of the 
refugee women and children went as 
far afield as Dublin, where they were 
welcomed both privately and publicly 
in the same spirit of compassion and 
kinship as had been shown during 
the raid itself. 

Streets of shops and shopping 
centres blazed into walls of flame, 
the publication continues, into which 
bombs exploded with a continuous 
rumbling crash. Whole sections of 
the city were laid waste, and an 
interrupted water supply left the 
flames free for a time to make pro- 
gress unchecked. The A.R.P. and 
fire services did their varied tasks 
with courage. ~When morning broke 
parts of the city were a gruesome 
sight. Ruin-fringed roads’ were 
blocked by heaps of smouldering 
débris and acrid-smelling craters. 
That evening many people made 
their way into the countryside for 
refuge. When the city was raided 
again on May 4 and May 5 fire- 
fighters from Eire once again came 
to give help and reinforcement to 
firemen pouring in from across the 
Irish Sea. 


SHIPPING INSURANCE 


Following negotiations with the 
Institute of London Underwriters, 
Irish Shipping, Ltd., has made 
arrangements whereby insurers, 
under the company’s million pound 
scheme in this country, will have 


their claims considered with the 
same despatch as if they had all 
their risks placed in a single 
market. 


The divided risk has caused some 
doubts among importers. as. to 
whether, in the case of a missing 
ship. the division of risk between 
two firms might not mean that their 
claims would not be met until re- 
sponsibility for loss was fully 
established as between the insuring 
companies. In these circumstances 
payment of the insurance might be 
delayed for a considerable period. 
The new arrangement means a 
prompt consideration of claims, and 
will allay anxieties which existed in 
the minds of the public. 


SHIPPING SUNK—Berlin 


LONDON, Tuesday.—Herr Hitler’s 
Headquarters, in a special com- 
muniqué to-day, stated that during 
November German naval and air 
forces sank 166 ships, totalling 
1,035,200 tons—the highest figure of 
the war.—(Reuter.)

DIFFICULT TO AVOID

“4 CAN see little probability 
that an election will be 
avoided,” said Mr. S. MacEntee, 
Minister for Local Government 
and Public Health, speaking in 
the Dublin headguarters of 
Fianna Fail last night. 

“I do not think that any of the 
parties will ask the Fianna Fail 
Government to continue in office,”’ 
he said, ' and we shall, therefore, 
get the machinery ready to face what- 
ever ‘nay await us. There is no 
doubt that the Taoiseach would like 
to avoid a general election, but he 
certainly would not avoid it if the 
price was going to be that we 
should have a weak and irresolute 
Government, which would ,be sub- 
ject to the challenge of outside 
interests fomenting strife, and 
which would be a temptation to 
those interests to try and secure all 
the advantages which an occupation 
of this territory would bring 
them.”’ 


PRESS\COMMENTS 


Commenting on newspaper pro- 
posals to avoid an election, he said 
it was all very well to sit in an 
editorial office and regard the situa- 
tion academically, but the fact re- 
mained that the method by which 
a Government was chosen was pre- 
scribed in the Constitution, which 
placed a definite responsibility on 
the head of the Government for 
choosing a team. Any proposal 
that took that responsibility out of 
the hands of the head of the 
Government and placed it at the 
hazard of what would be a very 
circumscribed electorate in the Par- 
liament,, and compelled him to take 
the Government which was presented 
to him by the Parliament without 
any discretion or responsibility on 
his part, would undermine coin- 
pletely the doctrine of the 
Taoiseach’s responsibility. 


OUTSIDE THE DAIL 


“Tí we want to have a Govern: 
ment in this country, it must be a 
Government in accordance with the 
terms of the Constitution, or else 
+ change or tear up the Constitution. 
The Irish people want it to be a 
Government of their own election, a 
Government that will have regard to 
the principles of individual and 
human liberty. Those who want us 
to choose Governments in that way 
have to remember that there are 
people outside the Dail who have 
been carrying on a lawless policy for 
the past four or five years without 
moral basis or justification for it, 
and who could come along and say 
that the Dail was changing the Con- 
stitution to extend its own life in 
order to keep a few Ministers in 
office. me 


DEBATABLE POINT 


Mr. Oscar Traynor, Minister for 
Defence, speaking last night at a 
meeting of the Tomas O Cleirigh 
Branch of Fianna Fail at the Hall, 
Melrose avenue, Fairview, Dublin, 
said the wisdom of holding an elec- 
tion during the period of emergency 
such as we were now passing 
through was debatable, yet, so far 
as he could see, the Government had 
little or no option in the matter. 

Among the many dangers which 
might confront the nation arising 
out of the result of a general elec- 
tion held at the present time weie: 
(1) The return of any one party in 
numbers not sufficient to form a

BENEFIT RATE 


The report is the sole responsi- 
bility of ‘Sir William, as all other 
membe;s of the Committee were 
civil servants, acting only in an 
advisory capacity. It envisages a 
‘‘ plan for social security ” to cover 
all citizens without upper income 
limit. The chief proposed rates of 
benefit, based on a cost of living 
25 per cent. higher than in 1938, 
are :—

RETIRING AGES | 


Retirement—giving up regular 
earnings—is a condition of all con- 
tributory pensions. Medical treat- 
ment covering all requirements will 
be provided jor all citizens by a 
National Health service, and post- 
medical rehabilitation treatment will 
be provided for all persons capable 
of profiting by it. e scheme in- 


volves superseding the present 
system of approved societies and 
workmen's compensation. The 


population is divided into six classes 
—employés, others gainfully occu-

He not 
only made it clear that he had never 
described his scheme as “ half-way 
along the road to Moscow.” but 
emphastsed that it has no re- 
semblance to any insurance scheme 
in Russia) The social insurance 
scheme of the Soviet Union does not 
raise contributions from insured 
persons at all. One of the funda- 
mental things in my scheme is that 
vou have a large contribution from 


the insured person. One of the 
essentials of tire Soviet Union 
scheme is  peyment ..in .pro- 


portion to the wages earned, and 
it varies according to the wages. 
This plan did not assume that there 
would be no unemployment. It pro- 
vided money for an eight and a 
half per cent. rate of unemploy- 
ment, which meant one and a half 
million unemployed continuously. 
“I do not want that, but the 
finances of the scheme would stand 
it. T urge strongly that steps must 
be taken to prevent mass unemploy- 
ment.”’ 


WIDE SUPPORT 


The nnexpectedly early release of 
the report at the Vote Office, follow- 
ing observations in the House, 
caused comment among M.P.s. 
Most were appalled at the size of 
the report. Those who plunged 
into it confirmed the view that 
there is likely to be a wide measure 
of support. The Parliamentary 
Labour Party have decided to set 
up a number of committees to study 
every aspect of it. They have indi- 
cated to the Government that an 
immediate debate would be prema- 
ture, but that the committees will 
produce their conclusions for con- 
sideration by the party before the 
full debate after Christmas.

- GREAT ALLIED AIR 
OFFENSIVE

i oe Tuesday — Morocco 
radio reported to-night that 
Allied troops have reached the 
Tunisian coast between Sfax and 
Gabes. The French are continuing 
to advance in the same sector, and 
further north they are reported to 
have captured Pont du Fahs, a 
railway town 355 miles south of 
Tunis. 

The Allies yesterday opened the 
eatest air offensive yet seen in 
unisia against the ever-narrowing 
Axis positions in the north-eastern 
corner of the Protectorate. Bizerta, 
Tunis and other key-points are being 
bombed in a terrific round-the-clock 
blitz, which looks like being the 
forerunner of a big land assault by 
the British Army. 


NON-STOP RAIDS 

LONDON, Tuesday:—An ° Allied 
Force Headquarters ‘communiqué 
to-day states: “ Air actiyity con- 
tinues in the whole Tunisian area, 
including bombing and -fighter 
sorties against low-flying attacks ou 
ground troops. Uur fighters have de- 
stroyed six enemy aircraft in the 
past few days, in addition to those 
already announced. We have lost 
five fighters, but three of our pilots 
are safe. Allied bombers have at- 
tacked the docks at Bizerta in day- 
light. and have made another raid 
on DBizerta Aerodrome, where a 
hangar was set on fire and other 
fires were left burning. Gabes and 
Sfax have also been attacked in day> 
light by our bombers. Our forward 
units are maintaining strong pres- 
sure on the enemy’s position in the 
vicinity of Mateur and Djedeida. 
Contact also has been made at seve- 
ral points in the mountains between 
these two places. In South-Eastern 
Tunisia numerous patrols, including 
French. have damaged enemy instal- 
lations.”” 

Reuter’s Correspondent at Allied 
Headquarters says: — ‘‘ American 
Flying Fortresses and light and 
medium bombers attacked Bizerta, 
Tunis and Gabes to-day in the 
greatest 24-hour air assault of the 
North African campaign. It is be- 
lieved that the battle for Tunisia 
has reached a decisive stage.” 


GERMAN -REPORT 

The German News Agency re- 
ported last night that Allied para- 
troops have suffered heavy casualties 
at the hands of Axis fighters and 
reconnaissance aircraft over Tunisia, 
The Agency also said that strong 
fighter and bomber formations 
yesterday kept up an incessant 
bombing of Allied tanks, vehicles 
and troop concentrations, and 
attacked railways and supply roads 
in the Tunisian bighlands. On Mon. 
day night the harbours of Bone and 
Algiers, the airfield at Bone and 
the British air base of Souk El Arba 


| were “bombed. Yesterday afternoon 


two heavy bomb hits were scored 
on a merchant ship of 6,000 tons, 
while two other mrechantmen of 
6,000 and 12,000 tons were also hit.— 
(Reuter.) 


“ RESIST DARLAN ” 


A call to French troops in North 
Africa to offer passive resistance to 
Darlan was made to-day by Vice- 
Admiral Platon, French Secretary of 
State. Admiral Platon announced 
that he had been ‘‘ entrusted by 
Marshal Pétain and by the head of 
the Government with the_co-ordina- 
tion of the affairs of the three 
services.” ‘*‘ Two generals and an 
admiral, tempted by offers received 
from the enemy, have betrayed us.” 
Admiral Platon said. '' They declare 


that they are acting for the 
country so that they might use 
its mame under false pretences. 
They add to France’s misfortunes. 
Your duty as soldiers and as 
citizens is to disobey their authority, 
which has no rightful backing.

Eire’s Neutrality 


Five European States have con- 
trived to maintain neutrality since 
the outset of the present war, more 
than three years ago. 
are several reasons, diplomatic 
and military, why Switzerland’s 
neutrality should be respected; 
there is no overt reason why that 
of Spain, Portugal, Sweden and 
Eire should not have given way 
long ago before belligerent pres- 
sure. It is, indeed, little short of 
a miracle that this small country 
of ours has been left immune so 
We doubt very much if a 
single Irishman, from the Presi- 
dent downwards, believed in his 
heart, three years ago, that war 
could be postponed even for a 
twelvemonth ; and that uneasiness 
was responsible for one of the most 
remarkable resurgences of national 
unity in the country’s history. 
Sometimes we wish that the same 
sense of uneasiness could be 
revived. Too many of our people 
have been lulled by the nation’s 
long immunity into a false sense 
of security. They argue—with 
themselves and with others—that, 
if war has been averted for thtee 
years, it will be averted for ever. 
They do not stop to think that a 
dozen nations, previously neutral, 
have been drawn into the conflict 
within the past year—most of 
them against their will, and nearly 
all of them against their expecta- 
As the Minster for the Co- 
ordination of Defensive Measures 
‘put it at Dundalk on Sunday, 
‘colliding high-pressure mobile 
forces tend te spread outwards 
into areas of weak resistance ’’— 
which is another way of saying 
that a war on the present scale 
takes no account of the feelings of 
smal] nations.

Children’s Allowances 


The social surveys of Britain

- “The general 
principle of children’s allowances 
can by now be taken as accepted,” 
says Sir William. ‘‘I propose to 
make them non-contributory, pro- 
vided wholly 6éut of taxation, and 
not to any extent out of insurance 
contributions. The allowances re- 
quired to meet in full the needs of 
various ages, for food, clothing, 
fuel and light would be an — 
of eight shillings a week per child, 
after the -first, in addition to the 
existing provisions.” 


| Abolition of Want 


“ Abolition of want by redistribu- 
tion of income is within our means,”’ 
says Sir William. ‘‘ The problem of 
how the plan should be financed in 
terms of money is secondary .. . - 
wide distribution of the burden is 
the object of the Social Security 
Budget which I outline. The plan in- 
volves the Exchequer in the first 
year of full operation in an addi- 
tional charge of, at most, 
£86,000,000. It is not unreasonable 
to hope that an additional expense 
of this order could be borne when 
actual fighting ceases. The Social 
Security Budget imposes a much in- 
creased burden on the Exchequer in 
later years, to provide retirement 
pensions. This is an act of reason- 
able faith in the future of our 
economic system, and the proved 
efficiency of the people. Given 
younene le time, this burden can be 
orne.”’

As to “bad 
arms,” persons who have not been 
vaccinated over a long period of 
ng might have a severe reaction, 

e number of such reactions was 
very small compared with the tens 
of thousands vaccinated during the 
campaign. 


Land Drainage 


Mole drain ploughs have been used 
to cut the sides of trenches for pipe- 
laying, so that the men digging the 
trenches have only to shovel out 
the loose soil between the cuts, in- 
stead of digging in unstirred earth. 


| While this method accelerates the 


work and saves labour, it leaves 
the laying of the pipes and, usually, 


vleaves the finishing of the trenches 


to hand labour; but a machine has 
recently been invented by Mr. George 
Watson, of Caterham, which will 
open a trench, lay the pi and 
fill in at a single process, the ow 
hand labour involved being the feed- 
ing of the pipes into the machine. 
A single machine, with four opera- 
tors, has laid 5,000 pipes in a day. 
When this is compared with 25 pipes 
a day trenched, laid and back-filled 
—which is a normal output for a 
man working by hand in heavy land 
—it will be appreciated that Mr. 
Watson is responsible for a revolu- 
tion in land drainage.
